Morris com- 
manded the unit as a Lieutenant and 
Captain (at different times). The de- 
tachment was under the command of the 
gun Sergeant Greg Hector who also act- 
ed as bugler prior to each demonstra- 
tion, getting the attention of thoas 
enjoying the farm's activities. At- 
tendees included Cdr. Rodney Leist, 
John Hagler, Kerry Heliums, Marlow 
Taylor, Alan Mate+zschk, Darrell Wind- 
ham, Wes Williams, Eric Knight and 
Todd Hector. 

Each demonstration was held on the 
hour alternating with the Indian Wars 
Cavalry Unit from Ft.
